The  FT  198S  request  provides  for  worldwide  training  consumption,  improvements  in  near-term  readiness 
and  combat  sustainability,  and  the  acquisition  of  war  reserve  stocks  for  use  during  wartime.  Families  of 
anmunition  include*  in  the  request  are  artillery,  mortar,  tank,  small  arms  ammunition,  rockets,  fuzes, 
demolitions,  grenades,  pyrotechnic  signals,  and  other  ammunition  items.  The  major  portion  of  the  funds 
being  requested  are  identified  to  recently  developed  tank  rounds,  artillery  Munition,  and  small  arm 
ammunition. 


SECTION  2  -  JUSTIFICATION  OF  MBS  REQUESTED 

The  fiscal  year  1985  program  provides  for  worldwide  training  oonsuqptian  and  losses  to  inventory 
through  the  FT  1985  funded  delivery  period,  increases  US  Arny  readiness  in  support  of  the  FT  1989  authorized 
acquisition  objective  and  maintains  an  active  anmun it ion-production  base  in  FT  1985  for  modernization  and 
training-type  anmunition.  The  FT  1985  program  includes  over  50  different  types  of  anmunition  including 
$416.0  million  for  tank  anmunition,  $92.9  million  for  fuzes,  $698.9  million  for  artillery  ammunition,  $228.7 
million  for  propelling  charges,  $419.6  million  for  aaall  arms  ammunition,  $60.0  million  for  mortar 
anmunition,  $9.8  million  for  nuclear  materiel,  and  $265.9  million  for  other  ammunition,  spares  and 
oonpanents  for  tests,  renovation  and  prove-out.  The  fiscal  year  1986  program  includes  $372.8  million  for 
tank  ammunition,  $113.3  million  for  fuzes,  $909.8  million  for  artillery  ammunition,  $325.9  million  for 
propelling  charges,  $491.8  million  for  small  arms  ammunition,  $120.4  million  for  mortar  aaaunition,  $15.5 
million  for  nuclear  materiel,  and  $381.9  million  for  other  anmunition,  spares  and  components  for  tests, 
renovation  and  prove-out.

Section  1  -  PURPOSE  AM)  SCOPE 


The  FY  1985  program  provides  for  the  support  of  plants  in  active  production,  the  establishment  of  initial- 
production  facilities,  modernization,  and  expansion  of  production  capability  for  aimunition,  and  layaway  of 
industrial  plants  and  equipment. 

Section  2  -  JUSTIFICATION  OF  FUNDS  REQUESTED 

Provision  of  Industrial  Facilities  ($  Thousands) 

FY  1985  FY  1986

Funds  requested  for  Provision  of  Industrial  Facilities  in  FY  1985  and  FY  1986  provide  industrial 
capabilities  for  manufacturing  new  or  existing  amunition.  The  major  efforts  are  divided  anong  initial- 
production  capability  for  new  items  entering  the  inventory,  expansion  of  existing  capacity  to  meet  either 
peacetime  or  mobilisation  requirements,  and  finally  modernization  of  existing  facilities  to  adjust  to  new 
technology  and  changing  ammunition  requirements.  The  majority  of  funds  requested  are  concentrated  in 
andemization  and  expansion  efforts.  In  FY  1985  and  FY  1986,  $250.2  and  $267.4  million  (including 
construction),  respectively,  are  requested  for  modernization  and  expansion.  In  addition,  $32.0  million  in 
FY  1985  and  $35.2  million  in  FY  1986  are  requested  for  production  support  and  equipment  replacement  at 
active  facilities. 

FY  1985  projects  requested  are  for  the  following  efforts: 

$64.4  million  is  for  a  classified  program 
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$55.0  million  is  to  modernize  and  expand  the  Research  Department  Explosive  (RDX)  and  the  High  Melt  Explosive 
(HMX)  based  explosive  and  propellant  manufacturing  capabilities.  RDX  and  MX  based  projects  offer 
significant  improvements  in  safety.  Current  production  is  limited  to  a  single  producer  and  is  substantially 
below  mobilization  needs.  Expansion  and  modernization  of  the  base  will  provide  greater  availability  of 
explosives  and  propellants  to  meet  mobilization  requirements.  In  addition  modem  explosives  and  propellants 
will  increase  munitions  effectiveness  and  lethality.  $44.0  million  is  requested  to  modernize  and  to  improve 
the  existing  sole  RDX  and  MX  facility,  Holston  Army  Annum t ion  Plant  at  Kingsport.  Tennessee.  Improvements 
to  be  undertaken  at  Holston  in  FT  1985  include  modernization  of  explosive  Composition  C4  production, 
conversion  of  RDX  production  capacity  to  MX  to  meet  peacetime  procurement  demands,  productivity  enhancement 
efforts,  and  modernization  of  coal-handling  capabilities.  $11.0  million  is  requested  for  initial-design 
efforts  for  a  new  MX  facility  pursuing  the  new  HMX  chemistry  or  MUSALL  process  technology.  The  site 
selection  recommendation  for  the  new  MX  facility  will  be  forwarded  in  the  RDX  and  MX  master  plan. 

$42.0  million  is  for  projects  in  support  of  the  first  increment  of  the  chemical  msiitions  production 
progran,  which  is  required  in  order  to  reestablish  a  credible  chemical-weapon  retaliatory  capability.  The  FT 
1985  budget  request  is  needed  to  prepare  for  production  but  does  not  provide  all  production  facilities 
needed  to  manufacture  chemical  munitions. 

$10.0  million  is  to  expand  facilities  to  support  full-scale  load,  assemble  and  pack  (LAP)  of  the  combined 
effects  munitions  at  Kansas  Army  Ammunition  Plant.  $17,2  million  is  to  expand  production  capacity  of  the 
Tactical  Munitions  Dispenser  (TMD)  facility  at  a  commercial  source  tdiich  is  to  be  determined.  Both  projects 
are  required  to  meet  Air  Force  requirements  in  FT  1986. 

$3.7  million  is  for  5.56am  small  arms  ammunition  projects  at  Lake  City  Army  Aamunition  Plant,  Independence, 
Missouri,  Both  projects  modify  existing  automated  Small  Caliber  Aamunition  Modernization  Progran  (SCAMP) 
lines.  One  allows  the  5.56am  Squad  Automatic  Weapon  System  (SAWS)  tracer  charging  equipment  to  produce  M196 
and  M856  tracer  aamunition.  The  second  project  modifies  a  SCAMP  line  to  load,  assemble  and  pack  5.56am 
blank  araaunition.  The  projects  provide  efficient  automated  methods  of  production. 

$8.0  million  is  for  two  projects  in  support  of  81am  mortar  anounition.  One  project  is  to  establish  an 
initial-production  facility  for  81nm  XM819  red  phosphorous  mortar  anounition  at  Pine  Bluff  Arsenal, 

Arkansas.  Currently  there  is  no  existing  production  facility  to  produce  the  round.  Without  this  project 
the  FY  1985  buy  cannot  be  loaded,  assembled  and  packed.  The  other  project  provides  for  the  automated 
manufacture  of  81am,  M205  mortar  increment  containers  at  a  contractor,  which  is  to  be  determined.  This 
project  will  reduce  the  cost  of  the  charge  and  provide  an  additional  source  needed  to  meet  Five  Year  Defense 
Program  buys.

$5.9  million  is  for  the  Faiily  of  Scatterable  Mine  (FASCAM)  projects  to  meet  Five  Year  Defense  Program  buys. 
One  project  provides  additional  load,  assemble,  and  pack  capability  and  associated  presses  at  Iowa  Army 
Aomunition  Plant  (AAP)  in  Middletown,  Iowa.  This  project  is  necessary  to  meet  Air  Force  and  Navy  Gator 
procurements.  A  second  project  provides  equipment  and  tooling  to  a  commercial  source,  which  is  to  be 
determined  and  will  supplement  the  metal  parts  production  of  Gator  mines.  Existing  metal  parts  production 
of  45,000  per  month  is  insufficient  to  meet  projected  procurement  needs; 

TWo  projects  totalling  $3.1  million  are  in  support  of  155mn  and  0-inch  propelling  charges  at  Indiana  Army 
Ammunition  Plant.  These  projects  provide  for  can  cradles  for  storage  and  movement  of  propelling  charge 
containers  by  mechanical  means  and  facilities  to  qualify  trial-bond  propelling  charges.  These  projects  will 
improve  safety  by  eliminating  personnel  exposure  to  unsafe  conditions  and  improve  the  quality  of  containers. 

$3.0  million  is  requested  for  an  interim  Nitramine  Gun  Propellant  facility  to  be  located  at  Indian  Head, 
Maryland.  This  project  is  essential  to  fielding  the  Air  Force  GAD-8,  Army  105mm  tank  arnmmition,  and  Navy 
76mm  {munition  with  this  propellant  beginning  in  FY  1986.  Without  this  interim  production  base,  the 
propellant  could  not  be  fielded  until  the  full-scale  facility  is  established  in  the  early  1990' s. 

$2.5  million  is  required  to  establish  and  to  upgrade  facilities  in  support  of  the  Navy  battleship  progran 
and  associated  16-inch  projectile  procurement.  This  program  is  to  be  located  at  Crane  Army  Amounition 
Plant,  Crane,  Indiana,  and  is  required  to  meet  the  Navy  buys  in  FY  1986. 

$2.2  million  is  for  modern,  highspeed,  automatic-assembly  equipment  for  the  fuze,  M223.  Equipment  will  be 
at  a  coomercial  facility,  which  is  to  be  determined.  This  project  will  expand  assembly  capacity  to  meet 
high-voluse  requirements  and  meet  Five  Year  Defense  program  requirements.  This  modern  equipnent  will 
improve  the  productivity  and  will  reduce  production  costs. 

$2.0  million  is  for  a  water-distribution  system  at  Scranton  AAP,  Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  that  will  assure 
continuous-operating  capability  by  replacing  the  present,  deteriorated  system,  which  was  installed  in  1910 
and  modified  in  1953. 

$1.9  million  is  to  provide  machines  used  to  produce  components  and  assemblies  used  in  the  XM763  and  XM764 
electronic  tine  fuse  at  Bulova  Corporation,  Valley  Strean,  New  York.  This  project  will  provide  for 
increased  capacity  and  decreased  cost.  In  addition,  it  will  improve  the  productivity  and  quality  of  the 
machining  and  assenfcly  operations. 

$1.8  million  is  to  modify  Jefferson  Proving  Ground  test  capability,  located  at  Madison,  Indiana.  The 
project  will  reduce  leadtime  for  production  testing  and  provide  more  accurate  and  complete  test  data. 
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$1.6  million  is  for  a  new  chemical  laboratory  at  Louisiana  Army  Annum  t  ion  Plant  (AAP),  which  is  required  to 
replace  an  unsafe  and  inadequate  facility.  The  current  facility  was  constructed  in  1941  and  does  not 
provide  an  acceptable  area  to  safely  handle  explosive  materials. 

The  final  projects,  which  make  up  the  FY  1985  modernization  and  expansion  program,  include  $1.8  million  for 
projects  under  $900,000  and  $24.1  million  in  design  effort  for  future  (outyear)  projects. 

Also  included  in  the  FY  1985  request  are  funds  for  production  support  and  equipnent  replacement  at  plants  in 
current  production  in  the  amount  of  $32.0  million.  It  is  expected  that  the  sixteen  active  ammunition 
facilities  will  require  production  support  and  equipment  replacement  funds  in  FY  1985.  These  finds  are 
essential  to  facilitate  the  timely  replacement  of  obsolete  or  worn-out  equipment  to  ensure  that  current  and 
projected  production  schedules  can  be  achieved.  In  addition  energy  conservation  measures  and  iaqtroved 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health  (OSHA)  compliance  will  result. 

A  detailed  breakout  of  the  projects  with  associated  construction  costs  begin  on  page  4-34.  Included  in  this 
year's  ammunition  procurement  request  is  $30.1  million  for  construction  that  requires  authorization  in  the 
FY  1985  Military  Construction  Authorization  Bill. 

FY  1986  projects  are  as  follows: 

$78.5  million  is  included  for  the  second  increment  of  the  chemical  munitions  initial-production  facilities 
and  provides  for  a  competitive  second  source  for  Bigeye  metal  parts. 

$37.4  million  is  included  for  the  continuation  of  the  RDX  and  HMX  modernization  effort. 

$23.5  million  is  for  the  establishment  of  initial-production  facilities  in  support  of  the  105om  High 
Explosive  Anti-Tank  (HEAT)  XM815  cartridge.  The  metal  parts  (MPTS)  facility  will  be  at  a  commercial 
facility  which  is  to  be  established,  and  the  load,  assemble  and  pack  (LAP)  will  be  at  Milan  Army  Ammunition 
Plant,  Milan,  Tennessee.  Both  projects  are  required  to  support  initial  procurement  of  the  XM815  round  in  FY 
1987. 

$27.4  million  is  for  establishment  of  105nm  XM901  Kinetic-Energy  (KE)  training  projectile  metal  parts 
facility  to  meet  planned  procurement  in  FY  1987.  The  FY  1985  and  1986  buys  will  be  offshore.  This  project 
will  establish  a  competitive  United  Stated  production  base  at  Flinchbaugh,  Red  Lion,  Pennsylvania  and 
Chamberlain,  New  Bedford,  Massachusetts. 

$19.8  million  is  to  establish  initial-production  facilities  at  a  conmercial  plant,  which  is  to  be  selected, 
for  the  105am  XM900  cartridge.  These  facilities  are  required  to  produce  the  Five  Year  Defense  Program  buys. 
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$16.9  million  is  required  to  expand  existing  combined  effects  munitions  BLU-97B  metal  parts  base  at  a 
commercial  facility,  which  is  to  be  determined.  This  project  is  required  to  assure  sufficient  capacity 
exists  to  meet  Air  Force  procurements. 

$7.2  million  is  for  two  5.56am  projects  at  Lake  City  Army  ^munition  Plant,  Independence,  Missouri.  One 
project  is  for  conversion  of  two  Small  Caliber  Anmunition  Modernization  Program  (SCAMP)  lines  to  produce 
5.56am  Squad  Automatic  Weapon  System  (SAWS)  ball  anmunition.  The  other  project  provides  packaging 
capability  utilizing  the  M8  bandoleer  required  to  meet  Five  Year  Defense  Program  buys. 

$7.1  million  is  to  establish  initial-production  facility  for  Plastic  Bonded  Explosive  (PBX)  production  at  a 
facility  to  be  determined.  This  project  supports  Navy  requirements. 

$6.2  million  is  to  establish  155nm  XM203E2  combustible  cartridge  case  facility  at  a  commercial  facility, 
which  is  to  be  determined,  to  meet  Five  Year  Defense  Progras  buys. 

$5.7  million  is  to  establish  the  initial-production  facility  at  Volunteer  Army  Anmunition  Plant,  Tennessee. 
It  will  produce  e thy lenedi amine  dinitrate/ammoniun  nitrate  (EAK)  explosive  for  use  in  Air  Force  bombs.  This 
requirement  is  baaed  on  the  Air  Force  development  of  an  insensitive  explosive  for  use  in  the  Air  Force  HCBO 
series  bombs.  Upon  facility  acceptance,  the  Air  Force  plans  to  procure  bcmbs  loaded  with  this  explosive. 

$5.3  million  is  for  upgrade  of  obsolete  and  inadequate  equipment  for  aimunition  testing  at  Jefferson  Proving 
Ground,  Madison,  Indiana.  If  this  equipnent  is  not  replaced,  it  will  result  in  shortcomings  and 
deficiencies  in  testing  methods. 

$3.6  million  is  to  provide  an  initial-production  facility  at  Honeywell,  Joliet,  Illinois,  for  the  25nm  XM881 
Armor  Piercing  Fin  Stabilized  Discarding  Sabot-Tracer  (AWSDS-T)  Bushmaster  cartridge.  There  is  currently 
no  production  capability  for  this  round. 

$1.2  million  ia  to  establish  a  facility  to  produce  JH139  Volcano  mine  to  meet  Five  Year  Defense  Progran 
buys.  The  location  for  this  facility  has  not  been  determined. 

$27.6  million  is  for  engineering  design  effort  for  future  (outyear)  projects. 

Also  included  in  the  FY  1986  request  are  funds  for  the  necessary  production  support  and  equipment 
replacement  for  plants  in  active  production  in  the  amount  of  $35.2  million. 
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It  is  estimated  that  approx imately  $27.0  million  of  associated  construction  effort  will  require 
authorization  in  the  FY  1966  Military  Construction  Authorization  Bill.

EXPLANATION  Of  CHANGES  IN  FHWCING 

The  total  prog ran  for  fiscal  year  1984  has  decreased  by  $245,789  thousand  since  the  FY  1984  budget  request 
was  presented  to  the  Congress.  This  decrease  is  attributed  to  the  following: 
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Anticipated  reimbursements:  Estimates  of  sales  of  anwunition  to  customers,  including  foreign  countries,  jure 
increased  by  $125, 500  thousand  to  reflect  current  program  execution  plans. 

Budget  Authority:  The  decrease  of  $371,089  is  the  result  of  congressional  action  in  the  FT  1984 
Appropriation  reprograming,  and  proposed  transfers  to  other  accounts  previously  described  in  the  FT  1984 
program  comparison.  The  adjusted  appropriation  figure  also  reflects  these  changes. 
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Appropriation:
